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To aid those unfamiliar with the few cultural directions necessary to insure success we have pre- 


pared the chart below. 


Bulbs indoors do not require the deep planting indicated in this diagram, there being no danger 
from frost to guard against.

HYACINTHS 


Out-Door Culture in Beds or Borders—The bulbs may be planted any time from 
October to December, before the winter frosts set in. They succeed in any good, 
well-drained garden soil. Dig deep, and mix in a little thoroughly decomposed 
manure, if it is at hand, being careful that none of the manure comes in direct contact 
with the bulbs. Set the bulbs so that the tops will be about four inches below the 
surface and six inches apart, with a little sand under and about them, if it is con- 
venient. 


Before very severe weather comes on, it is necessary to cover the bulbs with 
straw, leaves or manure, to protect 
them from the severe coid during win- 
ter; care should be taken that this 
covering is not too thick and dense, 
the bulbs are as likely to be injured by 
being kept too warm as by freezing. 
The covering should be removed in 
March, and the result will be certain. 


In ordinary seasons the bulbs will 
blossom about the middle of April. 
The flowers may be cut freely without 
injury to the bulbs. When the flowers 
fade, the flower stalk should be re- 
moved to strengthen the bulbs, and 
when the leaves have faded, the bulbs 
should be lifted and allowed to remain 
a week or two in open boxes until per- 
fectly dry; then after removing the 
leaves and stems, they will be ready 
to pack away in a cool, dry place for 
autumn use. 


Pot Culture in the House—Bulbs 
delight in a light porous soil, com- 
posed of garden loam, leaf mould and 
sand. Use four or five inch pots for 
Hyacinths and Narcissus. Place some 
pieces of broken pots in the bottom to 
insure free drainage, put about two 
inches of soil in the pot and set the 
bulb in the center, then fill in the soil 
until the bulb is covered. Set the pot 
down with a sharp rap once or twice 
to settle the soil and bulb. Water well and set in a cool, dark place while the bulbs 
are making roots, as it is necessary these should form before the leaves or flowers. 
They should be left in this condition for several weeks at a temperature of about 50 
degrees until they begin to show top growth. They should then be placed in a good 
light in a temperature of 50 to 60 degrees, and watered frequently. By bringing the 
pots to the light at different times a succession of bloom may be had. Bulbs cannot 
be forced the second time, but will do well for outdoor planting. 


Glass Culture—To grow in glasses, select a dark colored glass, fill with water 
until the base of the bulb rests on the water, and set away in the dark, as directed for 
pot culture. Fill up the glass with water as fast as it evaporates. If the water be- 
comes impure, it should be changed and the roots well cleansed before putting in 
again. A small piece of charcoal put in the glass will keep the water pure much 
longer. After the roots have attained a good growth, the glass can be brought into 
the light and placed in a cool room near a window. Give them as much fresh air as 
possible without a direet draught, plenty of light, and keep the glasses sufficiently full 
of water. Do not keep them in a close, warm room, nor about a fire-place. If re- 
moved out of the direct rays of the sun when in bloom, the flowers will last longer.

A BEAUTIFUL LAWN 


The essentials for a fine lawn are proper drainage, a careful preparation of the 
soil, which should be made as fine and light on the surface as possible, a selection of 
the seeds of such grasses as will present a luxuriant verdure from early spring till late 
in autumn, thorough rolling, and then frequent mowings with a lawn mower. How- 
ever much care is bestowed on the soil and seed, no lawn will be beautiful without 
frequent mowing and rolling. Too much care cannot be bestowed upon the selection 
of grasses, as some varieties are most luxuriant in spring, others in summer, others 
again in autumn, and a combination of the proper sorts is required for a perfect, 
carpet-like lawn. We have given much thought and made many experiments to 
secure the best selection, and think our park mixture the best possible for permanent 
lawns, resisting the severe droughts of our climate better than any other. 

A lawn may be made in either fall or spring, and seed should be sown at the rate 
of from sixty to eighty pounds per acre. If sown in the fall, sow before the autumn 
rains have ceased, and before very cold weather give the young grass a light dressing 
of manure. One pound of this mixture is sufficient to sow a space of 300 square feet.
